HANDS VERSUS BRAINS. 


JUST now we are entering a conflict 
of hands versus brains; and, to a great 
degree, it is owing to the privileges of 
our present social condition, not to 
the deprivations. It is not because 
the laborer is so badly off that he is 
growing restless, but because he is so 
well off. Those who spend much time 
in proving the improved conditions of 
the laboring classes spent it uselessly, 
for it is that truth that makes the 
trouble. Men are never restless until 
hopes are aroused. Slaves run awa 
when they have heard of freedom’s 
blessings. These, then, are the con- 
ditions of brain education: (1) Pre- 
dominant cerebral control of man and 
society; (2) energy drawn off from a 
healthy and complete body building; 
(3) a social subdivision into men of 
culture and men of toil, and there- 
with u social conflict. This is not a 
complete picture of the state of 
affairs, however. For, while the la- 
borer fails to that N of education 
that enables him to live by his wits, 
those who receive to the full the 
“blessings” of brain education lack 
almost wholly any skill of any other 
sort. Our college graduates go forth 
with heads full of training, or possibly 
a storage only of learning; but their 
hands hang down by their sides as 
ignorant as the brains of the roughest 
laborer. Ignorance in the hands is as 
mischievous as ignorance in the head. 
I have seen college graduates who 
had been rendered utterly helpless by 
education. I have met them, hag- 
rd and seedy, unable to earn a liv- 
ing; and there was no help for them. 
he professions are crowded; and the 
avenues for intellectual employment 


involve a great deal of elbowing, and 
require a great deal of tact adaptive- 
ness, The less versatile and less ag- 
gressive become victims. They can- 
not turn about and compete with the 
hand workers. What can they do? 
Starve. Our country has as much 
suffering from this cause as from lack 
of labor for hand workers. Thus, 
platoons of college boys are not by 
any means marching out to dignities 
and wealth, but most of them to a 
hard struggle to get enough to eat and 
wear, If the remedy in a.change 
the material of study—from languages 
to sciences? To an extent, whatever 
renders education a 2 — 
affair makes it a usable affair; 
the scientific scholar certainly knows 
how to use his hands in certain ways. 
The remedy is but a partial remedy. 
The evil is overtrained brains, under- 
trained hands. The revolution is 
manual training in conjunction with 
brain training. For one whole gen- 
eration people have instinctively felt 
after something of this sort. We 
have had a flood-tide of athletics, 
muscular Christianity, and other 
dumb expressions of the growing con- 
viction that the body is but one ex- 
pression for the same fact, that mind 
also is another expression; in other 
words, man is not a dual nature, but 
a unity, and you cannot curse his 
without ning his soul. Psy- 


chology and physiology are but two 
ways of looking at one entity, the 
substantial man. But these -

The Midexa who. went ont preaching the Gospel frequenthy took manuscript 
copies of this prophecy with them, and read it to the congregations they 
addressed, But better still, to prove that the prediction was made before 
the war began, the revelation containing. the prediction we have quoted, was 

published in the year 1851, in a collection af revelations and writings of the 
prophet Joseph Smith, called The Pearl of Great Price, edited by Franklin 
D. Richards. Therefora the prophecy was in print and widely. circulated 
both in Burope and America ten yeara before the war broke out. 

We made these remarks in the discourse before alluded to, because we 
know that unbelievers in prophecy net unfrequently claim that the prophets 
of holy Scripture never made the predictions ascribed to them, but that 
priests after the events had occurred wrote the pretended prophecies and 
interpolated them in the writimgs called sacred, in order to give them the 
appearance of being divimely inspired; and we were particular in giving the 
tima of the prophecy we are considering, so that unbelievers might not 
say that the prediction was not made until after the events had taken 


place. 

At the conclusion of our discourse a gentleman in conversation with us 
said that ii what wa had said concerning the time of the prophecy, above 
given could be verified, he knew not how. men could longer disbelieve the 
divine inapiration of Joseph Smith. We have given the matter some atten- 
tion since that time, but have failed to find in our affice a copy of the first 
edition of Dhe Pearl of Great Price. The present edition of that work, how- 
aver, ia in nothing different. from the first, and it cogtains the prophecy: under 
considarat jon. Though wa have not yet at hand a copy of the first edition of 
the little work mentioned, wa have testimony that is equally satisfactory. 
In volume of the published in 1851, pages 916 and 
213, is au advertisement, and the contenta of The Pearl of Great Price; and 
among the contents is named this revelation respecting the war of the rebel- 
lion, and announcing that it had never. before appeared in priat. There can 
be no question, then, as to its publication at least ten years before tha Ameri- 
can Rebeliton began; and that it was frequently quoted by the Elders, and 
spoken of by the Saints years, before it was ever, printed, could be verified by

Having said so much as to the time of the prophecy, let us turn our atten- 
tion to the character ofthe prediction. It will be found to be no collection 
of indefinite generalities, such as an astyse statesman could make, drawing 
his conclusions from the general tendencea 06 political event. For let it he 
ramambered that at the time of the. prophecy—15323—there was no such thing 
aa the prospect ofa fierce civil war. anyshera above the political horiaon; 
aud the slave question waa discussed wish same bitterness, no ane 
dreamed Of it evar leading to such serena copdequences aa a ci war; for 
all the statesmen in Congress, both from tha North and the Sonäh, wre 
warm in thair, expressions, of attachmest to the Union, and were on divided

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this assurance of love for the Union, and anxiety for its perpetual | existence, 
Joseph Smith prophesied in the name of the Lord that the controversy would 
end in war; that that war would begin by the rebellion of South Carolina; 
that it would terminate in the death and misery of many souls; that the 
Union would be dissevered; that the Southern States would be divided. 
against the Northern States; that the Southern States would call upon the 
nation of Great Britain for assistance; and that Great Britain would call 
upon other nations, to defend themselves against other nations, and thus war 
be poured out upon all nations. The foregoing is a specification. of particu- 
lars too minute in matters of detail for a shrewd guess, based on mere human 
foresight. No mind unilluminated by the divine Spirit of prophecy could 
foretell so precicely, and in such detail, events that transpired about thirty 
years afterwards. 

That the war did take place; that the first gun fired in the wan Ut tote 
bellion was fired upon Fort Sumpter from batteries on the coast of South 
Carolina; that the Southern States were divided against the Northern States; 
that the war ended in the death of many- souls—about one million in all— 
and in the misery of many more, are circumstances too well known to need 
any relation of them here. That the Confederate Government had scarcely 
been organized when it aspired to official recognition to the rights of a belli- 
gerent power on the part of Europe—a right which had tacitly been accorded 
it—is equally true. It is well known to those acquainted with the history 
of those times, that the Confederate Government dispatched two commission- 
ers to negotiate a treaty with England—Messrs. Mason and Slidell—who 
left America on board the British mail packet Trent. Before reaching their 
destination, however, they were captured by Captain Wilkes in command of 
the San Jacinto, and returned to America; but they were subsequently set 
at liberty, as their capture on the high seas, and being taken from the vessel 
of a neutral power, was regarded as a violation of international law, and an 
apology was made by the United States to the English Government. These 
ambassadors proceeded to England, and the assistance of that government 
was solicited in fulfillment of the prophecy, but no treaty was ever formed. 

The sympathy of England, however, was wholly with the seceding States; 
and to such lengths did that sympathy extend, that the Alabama, a war 
vessel, was built at Liverpool, and allowed to put to sea as a Confederate 
man-of-war, despite the protest of the United States minister. The Alabama 
did considerable mischief to the commerce of the United States, and this 
event gave rise to no inconsiderable amount of bad feeling between the 
United States and England. The matter was finally settled, however, by the 
Treaty of Geneva, in 1872, when England agreed to pay an ann 

to the United States of $16,250,000. 

That England called upon ender 
other nations, is manifest by the treaties that have been entered into, and 
that exist to this day, and thus, so far as the wheels of time have brought the 
events dus, the prophecy hes been fulilied in each particular: And that the 
remaining item, via, war being poured out upon all nations,” will come to 
pass, is far more than likely. The nations of Europe especially are prepared 
for it. The armies that will engage in those wars are, we may say, already 
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organized and equipped. And so intimately are associated the interests of 
these nations, that if war should break out between any two of them, it 
would most likely involve all Europe in the struggle, and the decree be ful- 
filled war be poured out upon all nations. / 12.

A company of fifty Eiders from Utah, appointed to labor in the European 
Mission, arrived in Liverpool on the 11th inst., per S. S. Wisconsin. A serious 
misfortune befell the company near Hammond, Kansas, a station on the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf Railway. Elder Jeremiah H. Kimball, son 
of the late President H. C. Kimball, went out on the platform of the train 
while it was running at ordinary speed, and was thrown from it to the ground. 
He was missed by his brethren, and a search was made for him through the 
train, but not being found, Elder Lewis H. Cannon left the company at the 
next station, and returned on the next train going west to search for Elder 
Kimball. He was found by Elder Cannon, but just under what circum- 
stances is not known, further than at first it was thought that his injuries 
were not serious; but at 12-45 of the 26th of May he died, and Elder Cannon 
returned with his body to Salt Lake, Brother Kimball was a young man of 
exemplary character, and had been appointed to labor in Germany. This is 
the first accident of the kind that has ever happened, and the occurrence ha 
cast a gloom over the whole company.

A dispatch from Washington on the 25th of May announces that President 
Cleveland granted amnesty to Late Christianson, convicted of polygamy in 
the Utah courts. yi He 

On May 25th four more Weckt from Beaver were taken to the Peniten- 
tiary. All have been convicted of unlawful cohabitation. They were Bishop 
W. E. Jones and Joseph Barton, of Paragoonah, Samuel Worthen, of Pan- 
guitch, and Alex. Orton, of Parowan. 


A number of persons, whom Judge Henderson refused to admit to citizen- 
ship because they would not take his iron-clad oath, binding their consciences 
for ever and always, have been admitted by Judge Zane, without submitting 
to the humiliating conditions that Judge Henderson would impose on them. 


The new Prosecuting Attorney for Utah, Mr. George S. Peters, has been 
installed in his office.

The Manti Sentinel gives the following account of the searching of the 
Manti Temple by deputy marshals on Tuesday, the 24th uit.: “ Deputy mar- 
shals Dykes, Clawson and Ether opened the ball in Sanpete County this 
morning, by making the first ‘raid under the Edmunds law in cohabitation 
cases, At about 5 o’clock this morning the family of Bishop W. T. Reid 
were aroused by the summons of the marshals armed with a warrant and pre- 
pared to arrest the head of the household. After a fruitless search over the 
house, the worthies subpœnaed Mrs. Reid, her two sons, and the hired girl 
to appear during the September term of court at Provo, and took their way to 
the home of the alleged second wife, where another search was instituted. 
The object of their desires was nowhere to be found. The next step was to 
demand of the guards an. entrance to the Temple. This was peremptorily 
denied until a warrant was produced, when Luther T. Tuttle, the President 
of the Temple Association, was summoned to conduct the ungracious visitors. 
When the door was opened the trio stepped inside, and, in order to make the 
quest thoroughly searching, Ether put himself at the head of the party and 
trotted up the stairway leading to the top of the northwest tower. The 
search there was also unsuccessful, and the deputies, without more ado, drove 
away towards Ephraim.“
